A decision of interest generally to 
clubwomen was handed down by the 
full bench of the Supreme Court to- 
day when it decided that the Newton | 
Center Woman's Club, Inc., shall be 
free from taxation. This club brougut 
a petition against the city of Newton 
askim for an abatement of taxes 
levied upon its real and personal 
property, amounting to $1522.60 as- 
sessed for the year beginning April 
1, 1923. 

The club asked for this abatement 
upon the grounds that it was a 
charitable organization exempt by 
statutes from taxation. The Superior 
Court judge found in favor of the 
club, but the city appealed to the 
Supreme Court which now over- 
rules the exceptions. 

In the opinion written by Judge 
John C. Crosby, the court says, The 
record shows t that the work carried 
on by the complainants is essentially 
different from that of a club or other 
organization created for the mutual 
improvement of its members, or for 
purely social purposes, and that 
sich benefits are merely subsidiary 
and incidental to its main purposes, 
Which are charitable.”

JURY SERVICE 


Connecticut Voters Urged 
to Use Ballots Against 
“Stubborn” Opponents 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 21 (Spe- 
cial)— Every member of the Connec- 
ticut League of Women Voters is 
working “tooth and nail,” in the 
words of Miss Beatrice H. Marsh, 
executive secretary, to urge the 
Legislature to put through the jury 
service for women bill, for which-the | 
league has been working since 1921. 

The bill provides “that all duly) 
qualified women electors shall be 
eligible for and subject to jury duty 
under the same conditions as male 
electors. . . . Wherever the words 
‘man’ or ‘men,’ ‘male’ or ‘males’ shall 
be used in any statute with general 
reference to jurors or jury duty, such 
words shall be held to include wom- 
en.” “We will be given what we want | 
when the men realize that their poli- 
tical careers are jeopardized by their 
refusal in this matter,” said Mrs. | 
Harry S. Coe of Waterbury, Repre- | 
sentative in the 1925 General Assem- | 
bly, in an address yesterday before 
the second quarterly meeting of the | 
Hartford County League for Women| 
Voters. Two Senators and 14 Repre- 


‘sentatives from Hartford County were 
in the audience. 


“The remedy lies in our own hands, 
since the key to the solution of the 
problem was gained when the law 
granted women suffrage. If men 
legislators continue to refuse our 
requests to be of service to our com- 
munity. then pressure may be ex- 
erted where it will count most. 

“When women were granted the 
suffrage it was thought by them that 
they were to be given all the privi- 
leges and obligations which com- 
monly go with it. They were in- 
formed of their error by the Attor- 
ney-General of this State when he 
gave a decision which ruled that 
women could not serve as jurors. | 
Since that ruling the women have 
fought to have the Legislature amend 
the jury law to include women jur- 
ors. So far the fight has been en- 
couraging, but women have contin- 
ued to be rejected.”

MOVEMENT AGAINST 
FOREIGNERS SPREADS 


Code of Day and Night Signals 
Arranged at Capital so as to 
Warn Residents Quickly 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (4)—The 
American Minister, John Van A. Mac- 
Murray, en route home for confer- 
ences with the Secretary of State, 
Frank B. Kellogg, has been inter- 
cepted by cablegram and ordered 
back to Peking as a result of the 
increasing seriousness of anti-foreign 
manifestations and rioting in China. 

Mr. MacMurray left Peking Jan, 18 
with his wife and two children. Mr. 
Kellogg cabled to him at Tokyo and 
points in Korea, but it was not an- 
nounced where he had been inter- 
cepted, the advices merely saying he 
had received his new instructions. 

It was emphasized at the State 
Department that the general in- 
crease in the anti-foreign movement 
and its spread to Foochow and Amoy 
within the last day or two, had 
prompted Mr. Kellogg to order Mr. 
MacMurray back to his post, not- 
withstanding the Secretary's desire 
to talk over the situation in person 
with the department's recognized 
authority on Chinese and other Far 
Eastern conditions. 

No immediate condition at Peking 
had called for the change in plan. it

Was Henry Ford's Early Goal

Turn Them Out Like Pins 


or Matches He Told Early 


Partner, and Cheapness Will Undersell Others 
—Court Hears the Story 


DETROIT, Jan, 21 fro turn 
out automobiles “one like the other, 
as pins coming from a pin factory,

in 1903.

Anderson, former partner of Mr, 
Ford at the tax appeal hearing here 
in which former minority stockhold- 
ret th'eddivonal Tery of more han 
ing an onal levy o 
$20,000,000 against “their 1919 in- 
comes, enhanced by the sale of their 
holdings to Mr. Ford. 

Mr. Anderson, with Horace H. 
Rackham, drew — ‘ hong, — see 
poration papers 0 0 0 
Company and invested $5000 in it. 
The Government now wants $1,438,- 
826.35 additional income taxes on 
the profits he made on the sale of 
his stock.to Mr. Ford. : 

Mr. Anderson’s testimony was de- 
signed by appellants’ counsel to 
support their contention that greatly 
increased production and profits 
could be foreseen long before March 
1, 1913, and that the stock of the 
company therefore was worth at 
least $9489.34 a share as of that 
date. This figure formed the basis 
of income tax payments by the ap- 
pellants. The Government contends 
the figure should have been less 
than $4000 a share. 

When Henry Ford, drew the paral- 
lel between pins and automobiles, 
Mr. Anderson said, “I remarked, 
That's all right with pins, but with 
automobiles their mantfacture is 
complicated.’ 

“Mr. Ford said, ‘The principle is 
just the same; all we need is the 
floor space.“ . 

At that time the plant had 250 
square feet of floor space. 

“Thinking of the myriad of pins,” 
Mr. Anderson continued, “I said to 
Mr. Ford, ‘How would you sell so 
many automobiles; where would you 
find a market for them?’ 

“Mr. Ford said: The people will 
buy them. When you make automo- 
biles in quantities you will make 
them cheaper and will find more 
people with sufficient money to buy 
them at lower prices. Of course, you 
must make them simple with not too 
many parts.’” 

The necessity for skilled labor at 
Ford Motor Company plants has 
been eliminated with the substitu- 
tion of modern machinery, in the 
opinion of Fay Leone Faurote, au- 
thor of a number of engineering 
works. 

Testifying for the defense in the 
Government’s tax suit against for- 
mer stockholders of the Ford Com- 
pany, the writer set the valuation of 
the stock as of 1913 at $12,000 a 
share. One reason for such a high 
valuation, the witness said, was that

VOTE OF SENATE 
BARS MR. SMITH

| unseated him would have required a 


two-thirds vote of the Senate, always 
a considerable advantage. As the 
matter now stands he has still to be 
seated, and on that issue only a ma- 
jority vote is necessary. 

This places the burden upon Mr. 
Smith and confronts him with a con- 
test, in which the vote just taken on 
the issue of sending his credentials 
to a committee before he was seated 
indicates that he faces a losing fight. 
There were Senators among those 
who voted for his immediate seating 
who frankly declared in the debate 
that they were opposed to his con- 
tinuance in office as a Senator and 
would vote to exclude him were he 
seated. 

The issue of procedure—whiclh 
was the sole subject of discussion 
during the two days of strenuous de- 
bate, although the charges of cam- 
paign “slush fund” were brought up 
on a number of occasions by 
speakers—revolved about the ques- 
tion of whether Mr. Smith would be 
required to face only a majority to 
reject him or the opposition to him 
would be compelled to muster a two- 
thirds vote to expel him. 


Many Senators Entered Debate 


The two major resolutions offered 
in the ‘controversy proposed these 
two possible results, Even the reso- 
lution offered by Charles S. Deneen 
(R.), Senator from Illinois, who led 
thé; contest for Mr. Smith on tiie 
Senate floor, directed that after seat- 
ingyhis case should be gent to a com- 
mittee for inquiry. It was agreed on 
both sides that Mr. Smith had some 
matters to explain. The issue was 
under what circumstances this pe- 
quirement should be met. 

‘The contest against Mr. Smith was 
made by the Democratic leaders of 
the Senate backed by their party 
vote with four exceptions. It was 
Republican votes, however, both 
regular and insurgent, which re- 
jected Mr. Smith. The debate ran 
uninterrupted through two days’ 
sessions. Over two score of the 
senators participated. 

Wide interest was aroused in the 
capital over the contest, as it was 
considered the opening phase of a 
struggle that will involve Mr. Smith's 
effort to obtain admittance for the 
term to which he was elected, begin- 
ning March 4, 1927, and the case of 
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penditures have been lodged, 

No forecast of what the Committee 
on Privileges amd Miections mi be 
expected to report on the question of 
seating of Mr, Smith ia possible by 
checking the vote of the members 
of the committee on the Raed reso- 
lution, Although the entire m I's 
ship of the committee voted, and a 
majority were in favor of his im- 
mediate seating, it is known that at 
least one Democrat and one Repuh)i- 
can who voted for him againat the 
Need resolution, are known to be 
opposed to Mr, Bmith's continuance 
in office as a Benator and might he 
expected to support a recommenda- 
tion that he be rejected, 

Effect on Next Senate 


Whatever the final decision on the 
seating of Mr. Smith at this session, 
it will have no effect on the organi- 
ration or party lineup in the pres- 
‘ent Senate. The organization of the 
Senate remains Republican as the 
Republicans continue in the major- 
ity, although the Administration, 
while theoretically in control, is ac- 
tually in the minority because of the 
frequent coalition of Democrats and 
insurgent Republicans. 

The effect on the organization of 
the Senate at the next session of 
Congress, should Mr. Smith be denied 
the seat to which he was elected, is 
still a matter of conjecture. Should 
he, as well as Mr. Vare, be ousted, it 
would leave the Republicans in the 
minority by one vote, 46 to 47. 

However, if Henrik Shipstead 
[F. L.), Senator from Minnesota, 
ballots with them the result would 
be a tie which would require the 
vote of Vice-President Dawes to give 
the Republicans the majority. 

However, as both Illinois and 
Pennsylvania have Republican gov- 
ernors, it is assumed that should 
places in the Senate be refused both 
Senators other Rpublicans would be 
named to fill the vacancies, with the 
result that the Republicans would be 
able to regain control of the Senate 
organization,. should Mr. Shipstead 
support the Democrats which is con- 
sidered unlikely. 

The fact that the strict party line- 
up would ultimately remain the 
same, even if the two men were re- 
jected, is said will count heavily 
against them among the regular Re- 
publicans, who under less favorable 
circumstances could be expected to 
give them support in order to pro- 
tect party interests in the Senate.

HOT SPRINGS TO HEAT 
ICELAND’S CAPITAL 


Premier Would Utilise Coun- 


try's Natural Resources 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21— The cen- 
tral heating system of Reykjavik, 
capital of Iceland, will be by water 
from near-by hot springs, if the pro- 
posals of the Prime Minister are 
realized. For some time, the Ice- 
landic Government, according to re- 
ports to the Department of Com- 
merce, has considered intensive util- 
ization of its natural resources, par- 
ticularly since the heat from the 
springs is said to be equivalent to 
20,000 tons of fuel annually. 

Originally, it was proposed to heat 
only certain municipal buildings in 
Reykjavik, including a school where 
it was planned to use the hot water 
in a large swimming pool. Later 
plans include heating the whole com- 
munity, and these have met with cer- 
tain difficulties because the hot 
springs close to the eapital are not 
large enough for the purpose. 

The Prime Minister therefore pro- 
poses that water from more distant 
hot springs be used to insure a suf- 
ficient and steady supply of hot 
water sufficient to keep all Reykja- 
vik warm.

Roston this year has a borrowing 
wer ofvabout $7,000,000 within the 
ot Umm and Mayor Nichols said 
yesterday that he has no intention 
of approving City Council projects 
Involving the expenditure of more 
than $9,000,000, “The city will live 
within the debt limit this year,” said 
the Mayor in substance, 

The debt limit of Boston this year 
has been materially increased by 
the fact that the Mayor economized 
go that of the city’s borrowing power 
for last year about $1,500,000 re- 
mained undrawn and hence available 
for this year’s necessities should 
they arise. The limit was also ma- 
terlally increased as it benefits by 
the unusually large gain in real 
estate valuations in 1923 when $90,- 
000,000 of an increase over 1922 was 
returned by the board of assessors. 
The city’s debt borrowing capacity is 
measured by two and one-half times 
the average property valuations for 
the three years preceding less the 
city’s HNabilities, contracted for or 
projected. . 

The Mayor said emphatically that 
he does not propose to sanction 
projects before the Legislature 
which would involve the city’s bor- 
rowing outside of its debt limit un- 
less some emergency he does not 
now see presents itself. He sald he 
will avail himself of the legislative 
rule which provides that all under- 
takings involving the’ outlay of 
money outside the debt limit of 
municipalities must receive the offi- 
clal sanction of the mayors of cities 
or the selectmen of towns affected. 
He said that availing himself of 
his financial] safeguard of the city’s 
treasury he will refuse to approve 
the resolves of the City Council, in- 
cluding the borrowing outside the 
debt limit $3,000,000 for the building 
of a new Suffolk “ounty Courthouse; 
a loan of $6,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of a bridge over the Charles 
River Basin at Dartmouth Street, 
nor the appropriation for widening 
Faneuil Street in Brighton.

RUMANIAN PACT 
PLEASES FRANCE 


Some Quarters See in It 
the Weakening of Franco- 
Reich Rapprochement

PARIS, Jan. 21—The Franco-Ru- 
manian treaty causes general satis- 
‘faction in France but commentators 
do not fail to remark that it is pub- 
lished at the same time as Aristide 
Briand’s repudiation of the ‘alleged 
Thoiry bargain. This indeed sug- 
gested that the Franco-German rap- 
prochement is slightly checked both 
by M. Briand's declaration and the 
pact which certainly belongs to the 
old system of European alliances. 
Since it stands for the status quo, 
the Franco-Rumanian pact must for 
example oppose the union of Austria 
with Germany. 

It is a link in the chain which is 


meant to preserve the 1919 condi- 


tions and to prevent any changes. It 
is therefore particularly those who 
distrust the Locarno poplicy who are 
pleased with the present treaty, 
which furnishes another pillar in an 
alternative structure, just as it is 
the opposition press which is most 
satisfied with M. Briand’s affirmation 
that nothing has been promised re- 
garding the evacuation of the Rhine- 
land. 

They recall, however, the state- 
ments of Dr. Gustav Stresemann and 
the phrases of Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain which certainly implied that the 
question was being studied. Even 
M. Briand has spoken of financial 
compensations in return for evacua- 
tion, and New York was sounded to 
ascertain whether German bonds 
could be placed on Wall Street. 

It fs somewhat belated to attempt 
to minimize under pressure the new 
political opinion over Rhineland. The 
Franco-Rumanian treaty excludes 
frontier questions from the pro- 
cedure of arbitration. It is a firm 
expression of the desire for conti- 
nental stability. Neither country 
will ever attack and will abstain 
from war, except in the case of the 
legitimate defense of the fulfillment 
of sanctions. 

Among the territorial problems 
which must not be .ouched is that of 
Bessarabia. Bessarabia was at- 
tributed to Rumania by a declaration 
of the Conference of Ambassador in 
October, 1920. In the Italo-Rumanian 
treaty of December, last year, the 
status of Bessarabia was set aside, 
for Italy, like Japan, never ratified 
the Bessarabia matter. Naturally 
Russia is discontented, but Rumania 
offers Russia and its other neighbors 
a pact of non-aggression.

- BERLIN, Jan. 21—President von 
Hindenburg sent Dr. Wilhelm Marx 
a letter after the latter had informed 
him of the difficulties which had 
arisen in connection with his at- 
tempt to form a government of the 
Center parties, in which he requests 


him to form a majority government 
of the bourgeoisie parties, that is, 
including the German nationalists, 
because a cabinet of the Center par- 
ties, such to include the Social 
Democrats, was impossible. The 
President furthermore stated that 
this bourgeoisie government should 
also consider the interests of the 
labor classes. 

This letter has stirred up no little 
commotion in Liberal circles here, 
where the President is being charged 
with ‘having overstepped his rights. 
having acted under the influence of 
the Right parties, and having exer- 
cised undue pressure on the Roman 
Catholic Party. 

Dr, Marx Uncertain 


Dr. Marx has not yet accepted the 
new commission, for the Roman 
Catholic Party, of which he is the 
leader, rst intends to formulate a 
number of questions to be submitted 
to the German Nationalists, in order 
to test their views regarding Locarno, 
the Republican Constitution, labor, 
and other questions. Upon the lat- 
ter's reply will depend whether the 
Roman Catholics will join a Govern- 
ment including Nationalists, thus giv- 
ing such Cabinet the necessary ma- 
jority. 

Regarding President von Hinden- 
burg's letter, the Liberals declare 
that the President has not the right to 
instruct his candidate officially as to 
the composition of the future govern- 
ment and its attitude toward the 
other parties. The President more- 
over is incorrectly informed, it is 
said, when he wrote that a govern- 
ment of Center parties was impossi- 
ble since the Social Democrats had 
promised support to such a cabinet 
unconditionally.

LONDON, Jan. 21—The boycott of 
wheat shipments- in British ships to 
Europe from Australia, which has 
gone on since October, has ended 
with the agreement reached last 
njght between the Chamber of Ship- 
ping and the merchants. This agree- 
ment provides a standard charter 
for loading wheat in Australia, and 
effects a compromise upon the main 
questions involved, which concern 
the appointment of stevedores and 
agents at the loading ports.

Mr. Whitley Is First Bush 
Research Fellow

NEW YORK—John Whitley, grade 
uate of Oxford University, who re 
ceived the first award of the Irving 
T. Bush Research Scholarship, has 
arrived here on a four months’ tour 
of the United States, during which 
he will study the progress of voca- 
tional education in this country.

Manuscript Clubs Prove of 
Great Value, Says Wil- 
liam D. Kennedy 


William D. Kennedy, editor of 
The Writer, discussed the vaiue of 
the manuscript club as a forum of 
criticism at a meeting of the Boston 
Authors Club today at 3 Joy Street. 
he submitted it as his opinion that 
such clubs, as they are now de- 
veloped in many communities, are 
one of the most promising fields for 
co-operative work among people of 
varied interests, 

He felt that out of the discussion 
about specific pieces of writing might 
be expected to emerge a crystallisa- 
tion of critical judgment whose effect 
might well be invigorating and of 
explicit value not only upon the story 
under discussion but upon the sub- 
sequent work of those participating 
in the exchange of opinion. 


Need of (ritlelam 


Mr, Kennedy thought that creative 
writing today was er under 
the shadow of a distinct dearth of 
unbiased critical opinion, This he 
found due to the fact that editors in 
ponerat are too busy nowadays to 

e intimately associated with devel- 
oping the young writer and that, as 
a consequence, he ia left either to 
his own undirected resources or to 
the ministrations of. the various lIit- 
erary agencies or correspondence 
achoola, 

Mr. Kennedy thought that neither 
of these eventualities offered the 
most useful guidance to the writer. 
He thought that the writer needed 
criticlam while his story was in the 
process of writing. He praised the 
increasing tendency of manuscript 
Clubs in obtaining able critica who 
would not discuss abstract ideas and 
generalizations but who help writers 
up by means of focused criticism of 
current habits in writing. 


Right Perspective Sought 


For the development of criticism 
within manuscript clubs Mr. Kennedy 
thought it was of especial value for 
a writer to learn whether, in setting 
down a set of facta with which he 
was thoroughly .conversant, he had 
caused the reader to see them in their 
right perspective, He emphasized the 
understandable problem of the writer 
who, knowing his material so well, 
involuntarily and unconsciously wrote 
as one assuming that the reader 
would see it as he saw it. 

Mr. Kennedy believed that the 
value to the writer of technical train- 
ing should not be minimised, He 
agreed with Francis Brett Young who 
said ‘the way to learn to write is 0 
write,” but he went farther and sald 
that he thought no writer could af- 
ford to trust that his development 
would be what it should be without a 
foundation of technigal knowledge te 
give it substance and verity,

TIGHTER CRIME LAWS 
URGED BY ATTORNEY 


Mr. Bushnell Would Close 
Many Loopholes 


Strengthening of the criminal laws 
was urged by Robert T. Bushnell, 
district attorney of Middlesex County, 
in an address before the Savings 
Bank Officers’ Club at the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce last night. 

While there are enough laws, he 
said, the trouble is there are too 
many loopholes through which the 
criminal may escape punishment. He 
declared the public was unorganised 
and was too content with the admin- 
istration of the criminal laws. 

Mr, Bushnell termed the so-called 
Baumes Law“ the least important 
of nine bills now pending and sug- 
gested it be renamed the “Habitual 
Criminal Act,” since it deals only 
with the habitual, professional crim. 
nal, providing a life sentence on 
fourth conviction for felony, 

He stressed a bill he has filed pro- 
viding for a jury of six men for the 
trial of misdemeanors, such as ase 
sault on a police officer, which he 
— . be changed to a felony, and 
pointed out that taxpayers in Massa- 
chusetta pay approximately 71000 per 
week for jurors in each court, which 
he said, could be cut in half, He 
opposed the law withholding from 
juries the records of criminals 
cleared previously, saying juries 
were deceived and often freed men 
ey would not have acquitted other

Today Mr, Bushnell took steps to 
obtain further indictments against 
Henry T. Noonan of Somerville, sen- 
tenced to three years in the House 
of Correction by Judge Wilford P. 
Gray in Middlesex Superior Crimi. 
nal Court, Mast Cambridge, Wednes- 
day. Mr, Bushnell called the sen- 
tence “entirely inadequate,” Mr, 
Noonan was indicted on six counts 
of larceny and the prosecutor had 
nought a Mate prison term. Mr, 
Bushnell, in open court, objected to 
the light sentence, 

Judge Gray explained that since 
Mr. Noonan has five children, the 
oldest 16, and since he had made 
restitution in part and had no pre- 
vious record, he would net impose a 
heavier sentence,

Labor Survey in December 
Shows a Slight Decline 
From Preceding Month

Slight decreases in earnings and 
employment in 1060 Massachusetts 
industries are reported in the regular 


monthly survey made by the State 
Dopartment of Labor and Industries 
An its report for December, compared 
With November. 


The number employed decreased 


1 per cent, the aggregate payroll, 
1.8 per cent, and the average weekly 


earnings per person, two-tenths of 


1 per cent. The report states fur- 


ther: 

“In several industries there were 
quite important changes. In the 
manufacture of automobiles, includ- 
ing parts and bodies, ‘there was a de- 
Grease of 24 per cent in the aggregate 


Payroll, and a decrease of 19.6 per 
‘cent in the number employed, In the 


boot and shoe industry there was a 
decrease of 14.3 per cent in the aggre- 
gate payroll, and a decrease of 7.6 
per cont in the number employed. In 
rubber footwear the number em- 
ployed remained about the same, but 
there was a 12 per cent increase in 
the total wage payments, 

“Of the 39 industries, 14 showed a 
combined gain of 2151 employees, 
as compared with a combined loss 
in remaining industries of 5261, 
These data indicate that the changes 
in employment in general were of a 
minor character,

PRESIDENT OF YALE 


Dr, Angell Declares Many Get 
Lower Salaries Than the 
Chauffeurs, of Students 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 21 ( 
—Salaries paid to college professors 
are ridiculous and are far from at- 
tractive to men of character and in- 
telligence, asserted Dr. James R. 
Angell, president of Yale University, 
at a meeting of the Contemporary 
Club here last night. 

“The profession of a teacher will 
never become a reputable, dignified 
and honorable career until the 
salaries are changed,” he said. “Many 
college professors get paid less than 
the chauffeurs of the men whose 
sons they teach.” 

That such a condition is evident, 
he affirmed, is seen in the great 
number of women teachers, especti- 
ally in the high schools and gram- 
mar schools, And even the women 
consider the teaching of the children 
but a stepping stone to the teach- 
ing of husbands, he added.

“Land Poor’ Days of Bowdoin Are Recalled by Anni- 
versary of ‘Incorporation of Abbot, One of 


Five Sites Given to the College

AUGUSTA, Me., Jan. 21'(4)—The 
“land poor” days of Bowdoin Col- 
lege are recalled by the 100th anni- 
versary this year of the incorpora- 
tion of the town of Abbot. 

Maine was a district of Massachu- 
setts when the Bay State General 
Court gave Bowdoin its charter in 
1794 and presented the college with 
the sites of five townshi in the 
Maine wilderness as an efidowment 
fund. 

The college had to lay out the 
towns and then dispose of the land 
as best it could. The demand for 
real estate in what is now Piscat- 
aguis County was not very keen in 
those days and 20 cents an acre was 
a common quotation.

lego realized $20,000. Another, which 
in 1827 became the town of Abbot, 
was firat settled by Abraham Moore 
in 1807 and grew up about his saw- 
mill on the Piscataquis River, At 
firet it was called Moorestown.

„The saturation of the public with 
the transitory tragedies of the pass- 
ing day to the exclusion of an in- 
telligent interest in the larger ques- 
tions of public affairs is the real 
problem of the moment in the de- 
velopment of the press. This rests 
not primarily with the paper, but 
rather with the public that is in- 
volved.” 

Leon S. Merrill, dean of the Maine

A. A. Shurtleff, Consulting Architect of Park Department, 
Bases Scheme on New Bridge Over Charles. 


at Charlesgate West 


Mayor Nichols forwarded today to 
the City Planning Board a plan for 
the relief of traffic in Governor 

by Arthur A. Shurtleff, con- 
9 architect for the 
Heston Park partment. It was 
submitted through William P. Long, 
commissioner. 

Mr. Shurtleff’s plan, without any 
modification of the Boylston Street 
subway extension situation, would 
involve the building of a bridge over 
the Charles River from Charlesgate 
West to Cambridge. He also pro- 
poses constructing’ an underpass for 
Commonwealth Avenue at its inter- 
section with Massachusetts Avenue 
and the construction of an elevated 
highway in the Charlesgate pass- 
ing over north- and southbound 
avenues and streets. 

Mr. Shurtleff says that 14 projects 
now in process of completion, or 
projected, would go far to relieve 
the traffic congestion in Governor 
Square. These projects he outlines 
as follows: : 

Projects for Rellef 

The underpass now under con- 
struction at the southerly end of Cot- 
tage Farm Bridge, which he says 
would tend to lead vehicles through 
Bay State Road, thus detouring Gov- 
ernor Square. 

The proposed extension of Essex 
Street from the southerly end of the 
Cottage Farm Bridge to Longwood 
Avenue. 

The proposed connection of Audu- 
bon Circle with Ashby Street by way 
of St. Mary’s Street. 

The contemplated extension and 
widening of Back Street or the con- 
struction of a drive along the south- 
erly margin of the Charles River 
basin to connect the Charlesgate 
with Bay State Road. 

The project recently suggested for 
the extension of Lansdowne Street 
across Beacon Street to meet Mount- 
ford Street. 

The proposed extension of Blan- 
ford Street to Beacon Street. 

The completion of Van New Street. 

Completion of the proposed exten- 
sion of Kilmarnock Street.

Completion of the double roadway 
now under contract in the Fens be- 
tween the vicinity of Avenue Louis 
Pasteur ‘and the Agassiz Bridge.

4-H CLUB LEADER 
OUTLINES THE WORK 


Keeping Youth on Farm De- 
clared Not Sole Purpose 


STORRS, Conn., Jan. 21 (Special) 
-—"“Contrary to what many people 
think, it is not the sole purpose of 
4-H Club work to keep rural young 


people on the farm,” declared A. J. 
Brundage, State 4-H Club leader, yes- 
terday. “It is probably true that a 
higher percentage of club members 
do stay on the farm than any other 
group of rural young folks, a fact 
gratifying to those directing club 
work. At the same time I want to 
emphasize the statement that the 
purpose of 4-H Club work is much 
broader than a stay-on-the-land pro- 
gram. 

“Here in Connecticut club work is 
conducted as a type of education for 
rural young people supplementary to 
the public school system to help rural 
boys and girls find their place in life 
and help train them for their re- 
sponsibilities as good citizens.

NEW YORK, Jan. 21—Dr. James 
Brown Scott of Washington has been 
appointed first Carnegie exchange 
professor to Latin-America, accord- 


ing to an annoyncement just made 
by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Pace. Dr. 
Scott is secretary of the endowment 
and director of the division of inter- 
national law. 

In making the announcement Dr. 
Butler said the plan for interchange 
professorships was the result of- an 
inquiry conducted by the organiza- 
tion’s trustees to learn what activi- 
ties the endowment could undertake 
that would be pleasing to Latin- 
American people. 

“The Carnegie endowment is 
greatly interested in the welfare of 
Latin-American peoples,“ he de- 
clared, “and hopes that exchange 
professorships may be created in 
various American universities, and 
that South American universities 
may also adopt the system. 

“The advantages cannot be over- 
estimated which come from personal 
visits, personal contacts and learning 
by word of mouth the views of our 
Latin-American friends. Good will 
is not enough, but an exchange of 
good will lends to good understand- 
ing and friendliness on an tncreas- 
ingly large scale between the peoples 
of the different countries.”

LAWS OPPOSED 


Industrial Council Reports 
on Legislation Proposed 
‘in 44 States 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


NEW YORK—Enactment of legis- 
lation necessary for the effective and 
reasonable administration of govern- 
mental authority is seriously ham- 
pered by the efforts of organized 
groups seeking to obtain legislation 
conferring special advantages on the 
organizations they represent, accord- 
ing to the results of a survey just 
made public by the National Indus- 
trial Council here. 

An analysis of preliminary 1927 
legislative reports from 44 states 
where legislatures will meet indicate 
that the output of laws this year will 
exceed the total of 13,000 laws en- 
acted during 1925, the report says. 
There will be no legislative seasssions 
in Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Virginia this year. 


Anti-crime measures and various 
other social legislative proposals will 
roccupy a considerable shure of the 
legisiators’' attention, the survey 
shows. An unusually heavy crop of 
proposals is designed to regulate or 
restrict industrial and commercial 
operations and to discover and adopt 
new sources and additional forme of 
taxation. 


Primary Laws. Face Tests 


“A definite and widespread tend- 
ency is noted toward modification or 
repeal of the direct primary laws 
throughout the country,” the report 
continues, This trend and the many 
appropriation measures covering 
road projects and new job proposals, 
are attributed to the approach of the 
national political campaigns to be 
waged next year. 

“Maine is likely to prove an excep- 
tion to the current trend of states 
toward extravagance by giving con- 
sideration to a far-reaching budget 
system for state expenditures, the 
effect of which should be to curtail 
governmental expenditures.” 

Alabama's Legislature is consider- 
ing constitutional amendments pro- 
viding for issuance of $25,000,000 in 
highway bonds and a supporting tax 
of 2 cents a gallon on gasoline. 

California Propositions 


California will consider a flood of 
new State taxes, including a state 
income tax; increased gasoline taxes 
and increased salaries for county of- 
ficers. California’s expenditures for 
governmental proposes increased 
from $21,000,000 in 1921, to $115,000,- 
000 in 1926, and a further increase 
is expected this year. 

Approximately 2000 bills will be in- 
troduced in the Connecticut legisla- 
ture, among which are numerous mea- 
Sures on taxation, a State health in- 
surance system, higher workmen's 


ducing the hours of labor for wemen 
from 65 to 48 a week and one 1 t- 
ing payment of wages in the textile 
‘industry. 

Proposals to force restriction on 
industry and increase taxes are re- 
ported from Illinois.

What the Surrey Shews 


The number of manufacturing es- 
tablishments in New York State has 
declined about 30° per cent in the 
past 10 years, the report says, while 
throughout the United States as a 
whole manufacturing establishments 
have kept faith with population 
growth for that period: 

The report shows further that the 
number of wage earherg in industry 
in this State has decr d 3 per 
cent in proportion to population for 
the same period, whereas for the 
country as a whole the increase was 
about 13 per cent in proportion to 
population; that the value of manu- 
factured products in New York 
State increased =, 110 per cent, 
while for the entire United States it 
increased 120 per cent, and that cap- 
ital investment in industry increased 
only 80 per cent in New York State 
for the 10-year period, while the in- 
crease for the entire country was 90 
per cent, 

Wage costs per worker increased 
130 per cent in New York State from 
1914 to 1923, the report says, and in 
the country as a whole the increase 
was 113 per cent. The increase in 
wage costs per worker hag been 
highest in industries employing the 
greatest proportion of women work- 
ers, according to the survey. 

An effort to offset the pressure of 
rising wage scales is indicated in 
the tendency on the part of manage- 
ment to effect economies by large 
scale production, in the greater in- 
crease of installed power per worker 
and increased cost of management 
per worker, the report says. 

The fact that New York manu- 
facturers were able to obtain nearly 
as much production for a given wage 
expenditure in 1923 as in 1914 indi- 
cates the success with which the ad- 
justments have been accomplished, 
the report continues. 

Contrary views on the question of 
the proposed 48-hour legislation for 
women were presented by the con- 
ference board and by Miss 
Anderson, director of the Women’s 
Bureau of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

“There is ample evidence that 
women workers would be sup- 
planted by men in plants not de- 
pendent upon women workers if the 
proposed measure became law,“ the 
board’s report dec'’ares.

lation limiting the hours of women in 
industry does not result in discrimi- 
nation against women by employers 
in general; does not decrease their 


earnings nor decrease the number 
of women employed in industry. 

In some instances an increaséd 
mye ol women have been employed 
at busy periods to take care of the 
additional output, she declared, and 
in some plants:a larger force of 
women ‘was employed the year 
round to meet the need for extra 
work at certain seasons. 

“In only 13 establishments out of 
82 did employers state that the abil- 
ity to work women longer hours 
would result in putting women on 
occupations on which they were not 
already employed,” the report said. 
“The employment of women in 
supervisory positions in industry 
does not seem to be affected in any 
way by the legislative regulations of 
their hours cf work,” it continued. 
“Women were employed as foreladies 
and supervisors to an equal extent 
in states where there was extensive 
legislation regulating their hours and 
in states where there was none or 
almost none.” 

Personal interviews with 839 
women in Massachusetts and 34 in 
California, all of whom had been in 
industry before the 48-hour law was 
passed, showed ‘that in their experi- 
ence the law has not handicapped 
them in any respect, according to 
the report. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of women declared they would 
not care to work overtime even to’ 
make more money, while most of the 
few who would be willing to work 
overtime would only want to do s0 
11 and for a very short 
time, 

“The really significant factors af- 
fecting women's employment are not 
the legislative regulations to which 
they are subject,” the report con- 
cluded, “but the arrangement of proc- 
esses of manufacture to meet the 
requirements of their strength and 
skill, the prejudices for or ainst 
their employment in certain types 
of work, the wages they are willing 
to accept, and the attitude of their 
fellow-workmen.”

TAX ON PARKED 
CARS IS PROPOSED 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan, 21 (Spe- 
clal)—-A plan under which towns and 
cities might tax the parking of auto- 
mobiles in thelr busiest streets is 
broached by the motor vehicle com- 
miasioner in the January Bulletin of 
the State Motor Vehicle Department 
out today.

NICARAGUAN SOIL 


President Tells New Envoy 
He Favors Withdrawal as 
Seon as Need Ends 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (4)—Presi- 
dent Coolidge believes that American 
marines and bluejackets now on 
Nicaraguan soil should not be kept 


there any longer than the situation 
demands. 

Accepting the credentials of Ale- 
jandro Cesar, first Minister from 
Nicaragua under the present Con- 
servative régime of Adolfo Diaz, the 
President’ said that although Ameri- 
can forces had been landed with the 
consent and at the request of the 
Diaz Government, in order to protect 
American lives and property and 
legitimate interests of the United 
States, “this state of affairs should 
not continue longer than is neces- 


ry. 
. Minister told Mr. Coolidge 
that Nicaragua “looks confidently to 
the United States for guidance, co- 
Operation and aid.” 
The President further answered 
critics of his policy in Nicaragua by 
asserting that the United States “has 
no selfish ends or imperialistic de- 
sigts to serve” in that country. 
“Least of all,” he added in ad- 
dressing the Minister, “have wf any 
desire to influence or dictate in any 
way the internal affairs of your 
country.” 
“The United States,” he continued, 
“desires the independence and the 
prosperity of every Central American 
Republic. The foundations for per- 
manent stability within Nicaragua 
must, of course, be laid by its own 
Government and I have been pleased 
to see that the initial steps for the 
elimination of disaffection and the 
composing of factional differences 
are already being taken.” 
“I take this opportunity of express- 
ing the earnest hope that such inter- 
nal dissension as still exists in your 
country may soon be dissipated so 
that no obstacle may bar the way 
toward a new era of permanent peace 
and prosperity for Nicaragua.” 


American Policy Declared 
Contrary to World Law

CHICAGO, Jan. 21—The policy of 
“Caribbean imperialism” pursued by 
the United States is contrary to in- 
ternational law, Prof. Quincy Wright, 
director of the International Politics 
Institute at the University of Chi- 
cago, declared in a lecture on Amer- 
ican foreign policy at the Art In- 
stitute.

Wedellsborg is one of the oldest 
seats belonging to the nobility in 
Denmark, its history going back 
some 700 years; it was formerly !

teds, before the Wedells acquired it. 
They were an old family from Stor- 
marn and were promptly elevated to 
the Danish nobility and made counts.

Repeated declarations by 
British statesmen. that the British 
Government would not accede to this 
demand have had little or no effect 
in calming the agitation. 

Cypras Now British Colony

PUNJAB TEACHES 
ADULT SCHOOLS 


Grown-Ups Show the Tend- 
ene of Juntors to Lapse 
Into Illiteracy

ROMBAY (Special Correspondence) 
The Punjab has been setting the 
rest of India an exaniple in showing 
what can be accompHshed in the 
direction of adult education, Three 
years ago, when the movement for 
education of adults was still in its 
infancy, only 18,000 were receiving 
any form of instruction and now 
there are 2373 schools for adults, 
while 61,961 pupils are in attendance 
in the various districts of the Land 
of the Five Rivers, as the Punjab is 
popularly known. 

In the Punjab vernacular, English 
and university education have made 
enormous strides, so far as the 
younger generation is concerned. In 
every part of the Province there are 
to be found today rural community 
councils of elderly people eager to 
| hand on the torch of education. More 
than 1500 libraries have been opened 
in village schools for the fathers 
| of the boys who attend them by 
day. 

There. are peculiar problems on 
adult education which are not met 
with in the education of children. 
That the teacher cannot proceed on 
the tame didactic lines as with 
younger pupils, nor adopt a uniform 
rate of progress, was recognized at 
an early stage in the Punjab and ac- 
cordingly a circular of the Ministry 
of Bducation laid down a maxim to be 
followed by teachers. 

Devices for preventing lapses back 
into illiteracy consist mainly of vil- 
lage libraries, aided to so extent 
by gatherings.at which the teacher 
either reads a paper or enters into a 
discourse; which is followed by an 
open discussion giving a stimulus to 
the men to continue reading books 
and pamphlets. 

Furthermore, steps have lately 
been taken to purchase a motor lorry 
and cinema outfit to tour through 
the districts and stimulate wide- 
spread interest in the movement.

Private Ownership of Gir 


Hinders British Agriculture 


Transportation Costs Less From Canada ane 


London Than From English Midlands

LONDON — Private ownership of 
railway cars by individuals and cor- 
porations instead of by the railway 
companies—control of the 750,000 
wagons used to convey coal and 
other merchandise from South 
Wales, the Midlands and the North

The Cheer of the Camp Fire 


camp fire is a picturesque 
and romantic part of the experi- 

” ences of that growing number of 
people who love America outdoors, 
who follow the trails, climb moun- 

s, visit the beaches, sleep out in 

@ woods. Everywhere at night in 
summer and fall where camping is 
Possible the darkness is punctured 
with points of red flame, marking 
the sites of happy groups of indi- 
viduals cooking supper, telling 
stories, singing songs, or gazing into 
the glowing beauty of the fire. 

A search into literature reveals 
little if any poetry touching upon 
either camping or camp fires. With 
the prose writers we fare somewhat 
better: But even here Thoreau, John 
Burroughs, John Muir and one or two 
other writers of note are the only 
ones who do much more than tell 
how and where a camp fire may be 


built. 

In The Maine Woods“ Thoreau re- 
lates how, rolled in his blanket on a 
frosty autumn night, he lay on the 
ground with his feet stretched to- 
ward a roaring camp fire against a 
huge backlog. a / 


„ lay awake awhile,” he writes, 
“watching the ascent of the sparks 
through the firs, and sometimes 
their descent in half-extinguished 
cinders on my blanket. They were 
as interesting as fireworks, going 
up in endless, successive crowds, 
each after an explosion, in an 
eager, serpentine course, some to 
five or six rods above the treetops 
before they went out.” 


John Burroughs saw the artistry 


» of playing flame and flitting shadow. 


In “Locusts and Wild Honey” one 


reads the following: 


Not the least of the charm of camp- 
ing out is your camp-fire at night. 
What an artist! What pictures are 
boldly ‘thrown or faintly outlined 

the canvas of the night... . 

How the shadows leap, and skulk, 
end hover about! Light and dark- 
ness are in perpetual tilt and war- 

“fare, with first-the one unhorsed, 
then the other.”

made during a sweeping rainstorm 
at night near Wrangell, Alaska. The 
reason for the fire, we learn, was 
that the builder of it might see how 
it would behave and what it would 
reveal in such a situation. Expert 
woodseman that he was, he coaxed 
the fire ipto existence amid beating 
rain and howling blast, and then 
added to it until, de says: 


“It had a strong hot beart and sent

Then Beauty dons another dress,

ing a red glare into the flying 
clouds. Of all the thousands of 
camp-fires I have elsewhere built 
none was just like this one, rejoic- 
ing in triumphant strength and 
beauty in the heart of the rain- 
laden Tale.“ 


This companion of mountains and 
lover of storms declared that he 
would always remember this 
Wrangell camp fire “for its trium- 
phant, storm-defying grandeur, and 
the wondrous beauty of the psalm- 
singing, lichen-painted trees which 
it brought to light.“ / 

The camp fire is neither wholly 
wild nor altogether domestic. It is a 
stranger to the city. It is not native 
to the wilderness, although its home 
ig there. It is the child of the camp 
maker. The raw materials such as 
wood, bark, leaves, fragrance are 
contributed by nature, but men 
build, kindle, tend it. 


The camp fire is a revealer of 


ancient lore. The stored-up sun- 
shine, warmth, sweetness-and energy 
of centuries liberated through the 
touching of your match to a few dry 
twigs and bits of bark, come dancing 
forth in snapping, crackling loveli- 
ness of flame and smoke and heat. 
The Pacific Northwest with its soft 
climate, thousands of trails, hundreds 
of mountain streams, and leagues 
upon ‘leagues of ocean beaches, is 
dotted much of the year with camp 
fires. At night these orange-red fire 
blossoms everywhere visible re- 
semble gigantic tiger lilies flaming 
from vast meadows of blackness. 
You may camp in any one of a 
thousand places and find wilderness, 
sweetness and music all about you. 
A gravelly spot alongside a mountain 
stream is preferable. The smoke of 
your fire curls upward along the 
trunk of a giant fir. After you have 
cooked your supper and washed your 
few dishes in the cascading waters, 
you pile wood upon the fire till the 
flames light the river to the farther 
shore. You gather cedar boughs and 
ferns for your bed, You wrap your- 
self in your blanket, and lie down 
with your feet toward the blaze and 
your head upon a pillow of fragrant 


For a while you look upward 
through the spire-pointed firs to the 
stars, or watch the sparks that 
Thoreau and. Muir liked to follow, 
sailing skyward in shining crowds. 
What exquisite reflections: are 
painted upon the black background of 
the trees. What trooping shadows 
crowd and cower about the circle of 
the camp. The stream soon lulis you 
to sleep ‘with its soft calls, cadences, 
and carolings. It seems to be filled 
with voices chatting with each other 
and crooning to you lullabies of crys- 
tal sweetness, 

Perhaps long after midnight you 
suddenly open your eyes. You listen 
intently, wondering what wakened 
you. Possibly you hear the padded 
footfall of an unnamed animal in the 
trail above you. On one such night 
I heard the far cry of a cougar up 
the mountain side. 

You rise just before daybreak, You 
rekindle the fire. Through the dim- 
ness of the cathedral woods you go 
to the stream and fill your pitcher or 
cup. The miste are floating shyly 
down the river, and looking up its 
course and over the slopes you catcn 
the first flush of morning light upon 
the tips of the higher peaks, 

Perhaps you spend the night at 
the beach. great are the distances 
that you find in any one of many 
places the privacy you seek. You 
build your camp fire of driftwood 
soaked in brine, placing the fuel 
against a great backlog beaten white 
by countless waves of the ocean.. You 
add more and still more wood till 
the beach is bright for several hun- 
dred feet, and your beacon can be 
seen far out on the waters: After it 
dies down a bit you gather about its 
incandescent embers, conversing 
with your companions, while below 
you the big breakers crash in match- 
less music. R. W. v. L.

If it be possible to say thank you 
to inanimate things then would I ex- 
press gratitude to the belis in the 
tower over the way.

Carnuntum, the name, is derived 
from the Celtic word “carno,” mean- 
ing a “heap of stones.” 

We find these ruins on ‘the way 
from Vienna to Pressburg, or Bratis- 
lava, as the Czechs now call their 
Danube port. Close by the simple 
village of Petronell this proud arch 
rises among grazing meadows. . As 
the land about is flat for many miles 
it is a challenging landmark. Some

hundreds of yards to the north and 
across the Vienna-Bratislava high- 
way, we come on the ruins of an 
amphitheater. The Danube River is 
hidden by high willows, but takes its 
massive course a little further to 
the north. 

It is said that the amphitheater— 
which lies low, somewhat embedded 
in the ground and hardly lends itself 
to be photographed—is older than 
the great arch, The former dates 
from 180 A.D., at the time of the 
Emperor Commodus, and the latter 
from 220 A.D. Today we have only 
the fine lines of this solitary arch to 


remind us of what must have been 


an excellent example of Roman 
architecture. 

The amphitheater leaves less to the 
imagination, although it is in no wise 


to be compared with such structures 


as the Romane built at Nimes and 
Pola. The Carnuntum arena, how- 
ever, is well worth an afternoon's 
ourney. The elliptical shape is 
clearly. defined, the inner walls with 
a height of eight feet. are well pre- 
served, and the stone supports on 
which rested the wooden seats for 
eight thousand spectators remain 
mach ‘as they were first lald down. 
The main entrance at the east end 
through which the chariots wére 
driven can be picked out at once, and 
the governor’s loge can be found at 
the end of a.special alley. The seat 
of the mayor is indicated by the in- 
scription “Quadrumvir.” 

In another village, Deutsch-Alten- 
burg, is to be found the “Museum 
Carnuntum,” in which many inter- 
esting Reman finds from the neilgh- 
boring district are kept.

The 
more goodness manifests itself in one 
direction, the more error may seem 
to act in an opposite direction, until 
Truth, understood, ever advancing 
steadily, leaves the seeming evil inert 
in the background. It is helpful to 
realize that evil seems to be active 
only because it is the supposititious 
opposite of Spirit, God, good. On 
page 207 of “Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures” Mary Baker 
Eddy writes, “Because God is Spirit, 
evil becomes more apparent and ob- 
noxious proportionately as we ad- 
vance spiritually, until it disappears 
from our lives.” 

The word “illusion” is defined by a 
dictionary as “any misleading appear- 
ance, an unsubstantial existence, a 
false show.” This is followed by the 
statement that “all perception by the 
senses has more or less of an illusory 
character.” We read in Science and 
Health (pp. 243, 244), “Inasmuch as 
God is good and the fount of all being, 
He does not proguce moral or physical 
deformity; therefore such deformity 
is not real, but is Musion, the mirage

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The great expansion and increased 
diversification which has taken place 
In the stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange during the last few 
years have caused some stock market 
students to place less reliance than 
formerly on the barometric value in 
the movements of so-called averages. 

The breadth of the market, they 
argue, la such that many stocks in the 
industrial group for instance,, move 
contrary to the rise and fall of the 
averages, because of conditions in- 
herent in the individual industry. 

It may surprise many to know that 
notwithstanding the high point at 
which the Industrial average now 
stands, 264 industrial atocks out of 
505 which sold in the month of 
December last, sold higher in 1925 
than during the last year. 

Looking at the Dow-Jones industrial 
average the stock market is within 
striking distance of the peak level for 
the bull market that started in the 
fall of 1923. 

This industrial average standing at 
about 155 is within a dozen points of 
the peak last August and within about 
four points of the top in 1925. How- 
ever, a different picture is presented 
when the position of individual stocks 
is studied, 

Many Below 1925 Highs 

Out of a total of 519 issues—includ- 
ing raila, industrials, utilities, et 
selling at $10 or higher, as niany as 
357 eue are selling below their 1925 
highs, 29 are quoted “even” and the 
balance of 133 stecks are still above 
their 1926 highs, 

While the Dow-Jones industrial 
average in leas than 3 per cent below 
ita 1925 high numerous iasues show 
losses of from 10 to more than 60 
points, 

Among the industrial stocks that 
are selling substantially above the 1925 
highs may he mentioned Allied Chemi- 
cal, American Telephone, General 
Motors, United States Steel (all in the 
Dow-Jones averages), also Nash 
Motors, South Porto Rico Sugar, J. I. 
Case, Commercial Solvents B and 
United Fruit. 4 

Stocks that are much lower than 
two vears ago are these motor stocks: 
Chrysler, Dodge, Jordan, Moon, Paige- 
Detroit and ‘Mack Trucks. Among the 
miscellaneous industrials that show 
substantia] losses are Foundation, New 
York Canners, Ward Baking B. Amer- 
ican Woolen, National Cloak & Suit 
and the American Agricultural Chemi- 
cal issues. 

Sharp Contrasts 

The comparisons between 1925 highs 
and current prices for all stocks sell- 
ing at $10 or higher, after making 
allowance for stock dividenda and 
split-ups by approximatelv two dozen 
companies in the interim, follow: 

42 are 10 or more points above 1925 highs

53 are 1 to 6 points above 1826 highs 

29 less than 1 point either way 

85 are 1 to 5 points below 1925 highs 

78 are 5 to 10 points below 1925 highs 

88 are 10 to 20 points below 1925 highs 

51 are 20 to 30 points below 1925 highs 

34 are 30 to 40 points below 1925 highs 

S are 40 to 50 points below 1925 highs 

13 are 50 or more below 1925 highs 
The rising market for railroad stocks 
in recent months has carried the rail 
barometer well above the 1925 highs, 
the present average being less than a 
point away from the bull market peak 
of 123.33, established last September. 

However, a list of 115 railroad stocks

ington, there is an established and apparently 
_ steadfast determination on the part of the peo- 
ple of that vicinity as a whole to accept as sin- 
cere and satisfactory the declarations of Presi- 
dent Coolidge that he is ready and anxious to 
agree to the extension of every possible and 
practical measure of farm aid consistent with 
sound governmental policies. Those who thus 
considerately regard the matter, divesting them- 
selves of sectional prejudice and refusing to be 
influenced by the more or less extravagant as- 
sertions of the President's political foes within 
his own part) organization, are able to refute, 
from the record itself, the oft-repeated charge 
that President Coolidge has no interest in the 
welfare of the people of the agricultural dis- 
tricts, but that his chief concern is to advance 
and insure the prosperity of the people of the 
Fast. 

In a number of Iowa newspapers recently 
there have appeared articles prepared by Mr. 
W. L. Taylor of Davenport, designed to place 
before the people of his State a fair presenta- 
tion, verified by the record, of the President's 
attitude toward agriculture as a whole, not 
merely during the last few months or a year, 
but consistently since his assumption of the 
duties of Chief Executive. The messages and 
addresses from which quotations are made were 
all published at the time of their delivery. They 
have remained an open book since. But it is 
important, at the moment, that the attention of 
the people of the United States should be spe- 
cifically directed to some of the straightforward 
and unequivocal declarations which acquit the 
President of any charge of narrow sectionalism. 
For instance, in his message to Congress on 
Dec. 6, 1923, President Coolidge said: 

The distress is most acute among those wholly de- 
pendent upon one crop. Wheat acreage was greatly ex- 
panded, and has not yet been sufficiently reduced, A 
large amount is raised for export, which has to meet the 
competition in the world market of large amounts raised 
on land much cheaper and much more productive, 

Diversification is necessary. ... Such loans as are 
wisely needed to assist in buying stock and other mate- 
rials to start in this direction should be financed through 
a Government agency as a temporary and emergency 
expedient, 

Early in the following year, in an address 
before the Republican Club of New York, the 
President, in discussing price-fixing as a pro- 
posed element in farm relief measures, declared 
his opposition to it in the following words: 

What I am most anxious to impress upon the prosper- 
ous part of our country is the utmost necessity that they 
should be willing to make sacrifices for the assistance 
of the unsuccessful part. I do not mean by that any un- 
sound device like price fixing, which I oppose, because 
it would not make prices higher, but would in the end 
make them lower; it would not be successful and would 
not prove a remedy; but I do mean that the resources 
of the country ought to come to the support of agricul- 
ture. The organization recently perfected to supply 
money and management for the larger aspects of agri- 
culture ought to have your sympathetic and active sup- 
port. 

In the same address, while discussing the gen- 
eral revival of productive industry, the President 
had this to say regarding the failure of agri- 
culture to react to the prevailing tendency: 

But agriculture has only partially revived. Its position 
kas been improved, and the returns for the year are 
nearly 30 per cent in excess of two years ago. But the 
great food staples do not sell on a parity with the prod- 
ucts of industry. Their average price is little above the 
prewar level, while manufactures are about 50 per cent 
higher. The farmer is not receiving his fair share, The 
result has been a decrease in the value of farm lands, the 
choking of avenues of credit with obligations which are 
worthless or doubtful, the foreclosure of mortgages, and 
the suspension of a large number of banks. 

Liberal and comprehensive quotations are 
made from other addresses and messages to 
supply the convincing proof that during all the 
four years since he came into office he has per- 
sistently and consistently labored in an effort 
to bring about the adoption of federal measures 
which would bring about the restoration of agri- 
culture to a basic equality with other productive 
industries. 

The results of a campaign of education such 
as this which is being carried on in lowa can- 
not fail to reflect a better understanding of the 
Administration’s attitude. What is true of Iowa 
is true of all that vast section of the country 
of which that State is a conspicuous and influ- 
ential unit. In the clear light of reason it is 
being discovered, as one representative banker 
in Iowa is quoted as having decided, that the 
whole situation which is being complained of 
is the result of after-war deflation and over- 
preduction. Mr. Taylor endeavors to forecast 
the growth of this revived sentiment in support 
of the President during the next few months. 
He believes it will be learned that the President 
is really interested in the welfare of the farmers. 
He suggests that the congressional delegation 
from his own State, the Governor, and the Farm 


Bureau, get together and agree on some sound, 


measure for,farm relief and see how quickly the 
President will get behind it with them. They 
have a right to take the President at his word. 
It is only fair that they do so:

| emergence of a public sentiment that condemned 


all forms of cruelty, the sport“ of watching de- 
fenseless birds being struck down by their winged 
enemies was abandoned, and is now but little 
practiced in those countries where once it was 
popular. 

The explanation that the chasing of foxes, or 
shooting of pheasants by thousands, represented 
a harking back to the standards of the days 
when men hunted for their food, will hardly suf- 
fice. Primitive man, under the pressure of neces- 
sity, did many things for which his descendants 
have good reason to be ashamed. That tribal 
wars, slavery of captives, and similar displays of 
indifference to suffering were once regarded as 
normal, does not in the least justify a return to 
practices that promote cruelty to helpless crea- 
tures. It is hardly conceivable that enlightened 
American sentiment will tolerate what can only 
be regarded as a reversion to lower standards of 
what constitutes a sport.“

usual leisure, however, will have to be devoted 
to several extremely difficult problems, on any 
one of which M. Poincaré may have trouble in 
making the Chamber do his bidding. 

Two of these questions are connected with 
finance. One is the delicate and much-discussed 
question of the ratification of the debt agree- 
ments with Washington and London. These will 
give rise to serious debates in the Chamber, 
with political preoccupations temporarily for- 
gotten. It seems certain that the French Cham- 
ber will take a leaf out of the book of the 
American Senate and, if it ratifies, will insist 
on doing so with reservations. Perhaps, there- 
fore, the nature of the reservations may be more 
important than the ratification itself. The other 
financial problem is whether the franc shall be 
stabilized, and if so at what figure. Here the 
financial authorities are not agreed. The rising 
value of the franc and the increased cost of 
living make threatening the danger of unem- 
ployment on a serious scale, This difficulty will 
figure in the discussions of whether it is wise 
to stabilize now or to walt. 

M. Poincaré’s control over the Chamber dur- 
ing the autumn was sufficient to prevent it from 
discussing the extensive administrative reforms 
which he had put into effect under the ordi- 
nance making authority granted him last Au- 
gust. The decrees, which were issued in Sep- 
tember and October, made material changes in 
the judicial and administrative organization of 
the country. There was much criticism. Locali- 
ties which. had tribunals taken away from them 
protested. Mayors, deputies and senators from 
the towns which had had their amour propre 
affected laid their grievances before the Prime 
Minister. M. Poincaré was adamant. The reforms 
he had introduced could not be discussed until 
the budget was passed. All of the decrees must 
now come before Parliament for ratification. 
Objections are certain to be made. But it was 
clever strategy, entirely apart from the budget- 
ary situation, for M. Poincaré to urge postpone- 
ment. With many of his changes in effect now 
for two or three months, there is much less 
likelihood of a parliamentary veto. There would 
be serious inconveniences in going back to the 
pre-Poincaré régime. This consideration may 
persuade the Chamber to acquiesce, even though 
it does not approve. 

The perennial question of a change in the 
electoral laws must also be considered. This, 
however, is not so likely to cause embarrass- 
ment or to raise the question of confidence in the 
Cabinet. Shall deputies continue to be elected 
by a hybrid form of proportional representation, 
which no one really likes; shall there be true 
proportional representation; or shall the former 
system of single-member districts be restored? 
Party lines break on these points. The Minis- 
ter of the Interior will urge single-member dis- 
tricts. The commission on universal suffrage 
of the Chamber will advocate true proportional 
representation, Only sixteen months of the pres- 
ent Parliament remain, before deputies will have 
to face their constituencies, and the matter 
ought to be settled this spring, for at the session 
in the autumn the budget will again be the main 
parliamentary business. 

Connected with France’s international position 
will be the changes in the military laws that are 
necessary. The Minister of War has presented 
proposals relating to recruitment, the organiza- 
tion of the army and the period of military serv- 
ice. In a country with universal service, military 
questions affect the constituents of every 
deputy, and the debates on these problems are 
likely to be prolonged. 

Foreign affairs, of course, will receive some 
attention. M. Poincaré persuaded the Chamber 
to postpone all interpellations until after the 
enactment of the budget. A number of inquiries 
in respect of foreign policy are therefore to be 
made, and M. Briand will give Parliament a full 
account of his stewardship. 

An eight hours of labor law has been before 
the Senate for some time. There is other impor- 
tant social legislation to be considered. In short, 
the prospects are that during the coming session 
the positions of Deputy and Senator will not be 
sinecures.

Lord 
Kylsant is not only a shipowner, but a ship- 
builder also. For he is chairman of Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff, the yards which are shortly 
to build what will be the largest vessel afloat, 
with a tonnage of about 60,000 tons, for the

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White Star Line New York-Southampton route. 
Originally this order placed by the American 
owners was for a steamer, but as Lord Kylsant 
is well known as a great pioneer of and a 
strong believer in the motorship, it is more 
than probable that internal combustion engines 
will be fitted in the new ship. No name is yet 
chosen, of course, for the vessel, as it is hardly 
likely that she will be completed under eighteen 
months. It is significant that if motor engines 
are fitted she will not only be the largest, but. 
the fastest ship in the world, outstripping the 
twenty-six knots of the Mauretania, and the be- 
tween twenty-four and twenty-five of the Le- 
viathan. It will also be remembered that the 
largest motor liner in the world at present is 
the Augustus, an Italian-owned vessel, which is 
33,000 tons. 

Some people were of the opinion, just after 
the war, that the floating palaces were merely 
a passing whim, which economics would prove 
unsound and doom to the obsolete; but today 
even Sir Arthur Clarke, the retiring Elder 
Brother of Trinity House, the most conserva- 
tive of traditionalists, has expressed the opinion 
that the giant liner is the vessel of the future, 
and the limit in size has not been attained by 
a long way. It is significant that the Port of 
London Authority, In an attempt to rival 
Southampton, is laying down £860,000 for the 
purpose of building a landing stage to accom- 
modate vessels much larger than any yet in 
exiatence, 
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Quite recently there was sold in London for 
£780 a.copy of the first edition of the works of 
Burns, published at Kil- 
marnock in 1786. The 
price paid was less than 
half that given three 
years ago for a first edi- 
tion of the poems in the 
original blue paper wrap- 
per. Yet the book holds 
associations more dear 
to many than the more costly volumes, for it 
was the property of the Earl of Glencairn, a 
nobleman who befriended Burns and of whose 
kindness and fostering care the Scottish bard 
has left an appreciation in words quoted wher- 
ever the language is known:

The kind deed 
deeply impressed the poet, the courteous word, 
the friendly hand, the encouraging remark 
spurred him on to his best efforts, and led him, 
as the Glencairn copy reminds us, to give voice 
to some of the noblest sentiments in the 
language. 


Editorial Notes 


A point of considerable interest and impor- 
tance to All concerned with the work of the 
British Parliament is raised by Ramsay Mac- 
Donald's complaint that the present Prime 
Minister, Stanley Baldwin, altered“ the official 
record, Hansard, so that it “does not represent 
what was said in the House.” Mr. Baldwin, ac- 
cording to his predecessor in office, said on the 
occasion in question that if Mr. MacDonald had 
fought his own extremists he might have had 
with him some of Mr. Baldwin’s own “support- 
ers,“ meaning thereby some of the present Con- 
servative members of Parliament. But when 
Hansard appeared, this most awkward confes- 
sion,” as Mr. MacDonald called it, had been 
made to read a large number of voters,” while 
a new end to the sentence had been invented. 
Mr. MacDonald complains that “if Hansard is 
doctored it ceases to be authoritative,” and 
adds that when he himself had spoken an “awk- 
ward sentence” some time before, the Speaker 
refused.to allow him to alter a word in the 
Hansard proof to make his meaning clear, and 
insisted that he should make the correction pub- 
licly from the floor of the House, which he did. 
The established procedure has hitherto’ been that 
the Hansard reports may be revised by members 
to correct slipshod English, but that no change 
is permitted in the sense of what was said.
